OFFICIAL REPORT MADE 


M others and In fan ts Benefiting U n d er 
the 
M a te rn ity A ct. 
Washington. Nov. 18. 
According to 
| the first official report of the admin­ 
istration of the maternity and infancy 
, act, which has just been issued by the 
children’s bureau of the United States 
department of labor, mothers and in­ 
fants are benefiting by the watchful 
care of Uncle Sam. 
During the first 
15 months following the passage of 
that measure the sum expended by 
federal and state governments to pro­ 
mote the welfare of mothers an I ba­ 
bies is $1,688,047. 
The report covers 
the period from March 20, 1922, when 
the first national appropriations be­ 
came available, until June 30, 1925. 
Federal grants to the states during 
this period for appropriations made 
to match federal funds totaled $611,- 
523.66. 
In 1922 payments were made 
to 43 states, 28 of which matched the 
federal grant in full or in part. 
la 
1923 41 states received grants for ma­ 
ternity and infancy work. 35 of which 
matched jhe allotment in full or in 
part. 
By June 30, 1923, all state leg­ 
islatures had met and the appropria­ 
tion acts passed enabled 40 states to 
co-operate during 1924—all but Kan­ 
sas, 
Illinois. 
Louisiana, 
Vermont, 
Maine, 
Massachusetts, 
Connecticut 
and Rhode Island. 
By action of its 
state legislature in July, Louisiana for 
the first time accepted the act and 
will receive its share of 1925 federal 
funds.

The deficit is likely to reach 
$200,000. 
The deficit of the 1920 cam­ 
paign was wiped out at the New York
